FOR  NEW  LAWNS— 1 lb.  sows  250  sq.  ft.  (12  by  20).  An  acre  requires  5 to  6 bushels  (80  to  100  lbs.) . 
FOR  OLD  LAWNS— It  will  take  about  half  as  much  seed  as  for  a new  lawn,  depending  on  how  thick  a stand 
of  grass  there  is,  usually  requiring  2 to  3 bushels  per  acre  for  renovating.
